Renders An Impitant Service 
To People Of Canada 

The annual report of Canada's Gov- 
ernment Merchant Marine by no 
means justifies those critics who hold 
that the ships are an enormous and 
useless drain upon the Treasury and 
that they should be sold. It is true 
that there was an operating loss in 
1927 of $720,000 as against $90,600 in 
1926, but, on the other hand, the im- 
provement over the 1925 showing was 
more than $200,000, and almost $70v,- 
000 over 1924, 

The past year was not a good one 
for shipping, no matter how operated. 
There was a shortage of cargo ton- 
nage, this™producing increased com- 
petition which resulted in reduced 
freight rates, “During the latter 
months of the year,” says the report, 
“the volume of traffic moving from 
Canada to the United Kingdom be- 
came reduced, with the result that 
earnings of steamers trading to the 
United Kingdom were seriously les- 
sened,”” 

With brighter prospects for 1928, 
the next annual report of the Mer- 
chant Marine may well be of a more 
cheerful character. Nor must it be 
forgotten that, apart altogether from 
deficits or surpluses, the Merchant

Model Of New Airplane Is Soccessful 
In Test ~

Report For End Of First Quarter 
Shows Business At High Level 
At the end of the first quarter of 
the year Canadian business was mov- 
ing on a higher level.

Used Were Patented Hun- 
dred Years Ago 
There seems to be no limit to the 
ingenuity of our inventors. Here are 
a few of the clever novelties that 
have been exhibited lately. A silk 
handbag that can’t be damaged by 
water. You can plunge it into a bath 
and it will come up smiling. An apron 
without buttons or tapes. It just slips 
on. A cloth which looks so much like 
leather that even an expert mfght be 
deceived. 
All little things, of course; but the 


most profitable inventions are usually 


little ones. The big ones, which re- 
volutionize industry and change the 
face of the world, take a long time to 
develop, That’s why so many great 
inventors die. poor, 

.. Another point is that inventions 
mustn’t be in advance of their time. 
It's as fatal to be too soon with a 
new idea as it is to be too late. For 
instance, roller skates were invented 
over a hundred yars ago. But the 
roads in those days were bad, so the 
new arrival wasn't appreciated.

Nobody was interested 
in fountain pens then. Similarly, 
when the first pneumatic tire appear- 
ed in 1845 it failed to catch on. It 
was only when fairly fast bicycles 
were put on the market that prople 
became interested in it. 

The safety razor, which hag been 
responsible for some modern for- 
tunes, goes back still farther—to 
1762; and there was: actually a loud 
speaker in 1671. 

But at least some of these old in- 
ventions might have had a better 
chance if advertising had been under- 
stood when they appeared.

PRE-NATAL DIET 


There is a phrase respecting Moth- 
erhood “for every child a tooth’— 
which is to say that during the per- 
iod of formation of the little life cer- 
tain changes take place in the moth- 
er’s teeth causing them to decay and 
be more easily lost. And this is so. 
But why? 

For the rearing of the little struc- 
ture that is so quietly proceeding, 
the little bone-builders, in their con- 
struction of the bones and teeth, de- 
pend chiefly on the calcium salts. 
Should the mother’s diet be deficient 
in these building stones, the little 
workmen are obliged to go to the 
only other available sources of sup- 
ply, the bones and teeth, to meet their 
wants. Robbing Peter to pay Paul— 
if you will—yet the little structure 
must be reared at all costs. In such 
a case the mother’s teeth are so struc- 
turally weakened as to invite disease. 

Not. only to-avert-this disaster to 
herself, but. keeping uppermost the 
welfare of the coming infant, and re- 
membering that she must contribute 
generously towards the influence that 
will make for normally developed 
teeth in her offspring, the expectant 
mother should select her diet with the 
utmost care. Hence she should choose 
plenty of lime-containing foods -—— 
milk, eggs, cereals, the leafy-topped 
vegetables and fresh fruits. 

Following birth also, the demand 
for calcium in the ‘mother’s diet is 
still high since, with the infant feed- 
ing naturally, as it should, the moth- 
er’s milk requires large amounts of 


these salts. An inadequate diet on the | 


mother’s part certainly affects harm- 
fully her own teeth as well as those 
developing in the nursing child. 
Moreover, it should be stressed that 
if the teeth are to be of good quality, 
the infant should at this time be na- 
turally fed. The ravages of tooth de- 
cay have been found to be much 
greater among children who as in-

VALUE : OF HUMAN BODY 


Sum Of $163,500 Covers Personal 
Injury Cases In California 
Alameda County juries have place 
a value of $163,500 ‘on the human 
body by decisions handed down in 
personal injury “during the past year. 

Frank Schuepple, clerk in the court 
of Superior Judge Robinson, recently 
compiled statistics gathered from 
court decisions. 

The feet were found to be the most 
valuable part of the body. Mrs. Myr- 
tle Andiott, Berkeley, was awarded 
$75,000 damages against the Key 
Ferry System for injuries received to 
her feet. 

A hand and an arm have each been 
valued at $25,000. N. A. Swift ob- 
tained a judgment against Dr, Mel- 
vin Shade for that sum for loss of a 
hand. The Southern Pacific was or- 
dered to pay Joseph E, Daniel $25,- 
000 for the loss of an arm. 

The spine is valued at $25,000. This 
sum was awarded to Charles D. Muel- 
ler, who sued the Key Ferry System 
for a serious spinal injury. 

Mrs. Georgio Oines was awarded 
$10,500 damages against John Scow, 
of Stockton, for loss of an eye. 

Although John Ornelles sued Dr, 
F. J. Carlson for $4,400 because the 
physician fractured his jaw, the court 
placed a value of $2,000 on the in- 
jured member. 

The value placed on a kidney by 
the court is $100. Arthur Johnson
